Construction will begin imm ediately on the 
$1.9 million structure that will provide facilities 
for 
the 
expanding 
physical 
edu catio n al 
program s for both men and women students 
The Sid Richardson Foundation of Forth 
Worth pledged a $1 million grant to build the 
physical education center late in 1971. The grant 
is one of the largest in Southwestern Univer­ 
sity’s $10 Million Program for Progress which 
has also included grants to refurbish the historic 


Administration Building and Mood Hall. 
The new building will include a gymnasium 
floor that will accom odate two full size basket­ 
ball courts and that will seat 1,500 spectators. 
There will also be a natatorium with an AAU- 
size swimming pool and spectator seats, three 
handball courts, training rooms, and women’s 
and men s dressing rooms 
The two-story steel and masonary building 
will have 52,000 sq. ft of floor space — more 
than five tim es as much as the present gym­ 
nasium — and will be com pletely heated and air 
conditioned 
The Richardson Physical Education Center 
will be located just across the street from the 
recently remodeled Jim West Gymnasium and 
outdoor sw im m ing pool. The West Gym, 
nicknam ed the “ C avern of T e rro r 
by 


Southwestern fans, seats about 400 spectators. 
The existing facilities, which had become ex­ 
trem ely crowded in recent years, will continue 
to be fully utilized 
The popular intram ural 
program s, which includes a tackle football 
league with full pads outdoors in the fall, has 
kept the gym busy until almost midnight many 
tim es this year. 
An expanded physical education curriculum 
plus the growing intercollegiate and intram ural 
program s for women have m ade the new* 
facilities top priority in the Southw estern 
building program. 
J. C. Evans Construction Co. of Austin will 
build the Richardson Physical Education Center 
and Page Southerland Page are the architects. 
The building is expected to be ready for use in 
about 14 months.

John B. Connally innocent of charges of accepting illegal payoffs from milk lobby lawyer 
and close friend Jake Jacobsen. Declining to say whether he will re-enter national 
politics, Connally said he still harbors a desire “to participate in political affairs.” The 
jury deliberated about six hours Thursday before returning the verdit. 
STATE HOUSE MEMBERS voted 96 to 36 to set aside a bill establishing the agency shop 
in Texas Thursday Under the bill, non-union employees in a business in which the m a­ 
jority of employees are represented by a union would be required to pay a fee to the union 
equal to the union’s dues. Labor supporters promised to renew their fight for an agency 
shop bill in the 1977 legislative session. 
KHM ER ROUGE COMMUNISTS ended a five-year war by finally taking the Cambo­ 
dian capital of Phnom Renh Wednesday. U. S. officials evacuated the country April 12, 
abandoning its embassy to looters. The war was believed to have killed 250.000 persons.

Mental Health-Mental Retardation Outreach 
Service D irector for Williamson County Gloria 
Barron m ade a plea before the county com­ 
m issioners this week to move the outreach clinic 
from Taylor to Georgetown. 
Mrs. Barron said Dr. Lawrence Eidt from 
Georgetown Medical and Surgical Hospital and 
Clinic and acting director of the Williamson 
County Health Department, has agreed to ser­ 
vice the clinic if it moves to Georgetown 
Dr. Jay J Johns of Taylor has been servicing 
the patients for two hours each week at the coun­ 
ty office building in Taylor He is retiring and 
will discontinue service as of April 30. 
Mrs. Barron said Thursday that no other doc­ 
tor in Taylor has yet agreed to hold the weekly 
clinics, 
“Outreach workers are desperate,” 
Mrs. 
Barron said “ Williamson County has at least 
275 patients who must be seen by a doctor once a 
month or m ore often " 
“ These patients would probably have to be in­ 
stitutionalized without the medicines which are 


prescribed by the doctors,” she continued 
“ This clinic helps to keep these people func­ 
tioning as citizens within the community “ 
Most of these patients have been in hospitals 
or institutions in the past. A pyschiatrist has 
screened them and m edication has been 
prescribed But renewal of prescriptions must 
be made by a physician.” Mrs. Barron said 


The director said that a study'has not been 
made to determ ine in which com munities the 
patients live. However, she estim ated that the 
number of patients from western and from 
eastern Williamson County is about equal 
The number of patients from western William­ 
son County has increased tremendously in the 
past few years, she said. 
“ I work all over the county,” Mrs. Barron 
pointed out. “ so it is completely im m aterial to 
me where the clinic is located, but it is of utmost 
concern that we find a doctor to hold the clinic ” 
County com missioners must agree before the 
clinic can be moved to Georgetown

Sales tax now issued monthly 


A decision bv State Comptroller Bob Bullock 
to issue sales tax checks every month instead of 
every three months will lighten the paperwork 
load at the Georgetown city hall. Asst City Mgr. 
W L “ Wink” Walden said Friday. 
Last Wednesday, the city received $7,807 62 as 
its monthly share of sales taxes collected from 
local m erchants between Feb 18 and April 4, 
almost a thousdand dollars more than any other 
city in the county. 
In a letter to city officials, Bullock said the 
“ quicker paym ents should be an asset to every 
city’s financial operations. 


Calling the old quarterly system only a step 
ahead of the Pony E xpress’, Bullock said. 
“ Because this money belongs to your citizens, 
we have a responsibility to get it to you as quick­ 
ly as possible. ” 
Walden said the monthly paym ents “ will sure 
make it easier on us in operating our budget.” 
He explained that the sales tax revenue is 
deposited in Georgetown’s General Fund, out of 


which most expenditures are made, according to 
city charter. 
In the past. when General Fund monies ran 
low, Walden was forced to transfer money from 
the Utility Fund until the quarterly sales tax 
money arrived. He then transferred the money 
back. 
By not having to wait so long for the money, 
we can cut down quite a bit on our transfers,” 
Walden said. 
Under the new’ monthly system, paym ents of 
less than $500 won t be m ade. M onthly 
allocations of less than $500 will be added to the 
next month and paid either when they top $500or 
at the end of each third month, regardless of 
amount 
Williamson County com munities receiving 
paym ents last w’eek were Cedar Park, $1,059.08; 
Round Rock, $2,499.07; and Taylor, $6,913.72. 
Towns which did not receive monthly checks 
because their allocations were below $500 were 
Florence, $149.11; Granger, $183.49; and Hutto, 
$116.90. 


Voters decide amendments’ fate 


Texas voters go to the polls Tuesday to decide 
the outcome of two am endments to the state 
constitution Polls are open from 7 a.m . to 7 p.m. 
Nine votes had been cast Friday, in William­ 
son County, just hours before the 5 p.m. deadline 
for accepting absentee ballots 
County Clerk Dick Cervenka said that such a 
small number voting absentee is usually an in­ 
dication of a light voter turn-out on election day. 
The first proposed am endment on the ballot 


would consolidate m ost constitutional laws for 
state retirem ent system s into a single provision. 
The most the state could contribute to individual 
retirem ent plans would increase from six per­ 
cent to IO percent under the amendment. 
The second proposed am endm ent would raise 
the salaries for state legislators from $400 to 
$600 a month, and would set legislative travel 
allowances to match the allowances given other 
state employees

In the* south, assaults on students rose 316 
percent during the same three years. 
School districts studied include both urban and 
rural areas. 


EDUCATORS ARE WORKING with public officials 
in an effort to stem the brainless and costly abuse of 
property and to reduce incidents of violence. 
Educators say that a child’s interest can be captured 
and held by skillfully administered educational 
programs geared to his interests, needs and grade 
level 
provided the child is not handicapped 
emotionally, mentally or by special learning dis­ 
abilities. An interested child, they insist, does not 
return to the school at night and vandalize equipment. 
One proposal in Congress would provide funds to 
school districts to cope with violence and vandalism in 
affected schools but President Ford isn’t expected to

While the United States exchanges dollars for Middle East 
oil, Middle East shops are bartering for something uniquely 
American: cowboy boots 


“It’s almost like striking oil, the business w e’re doing in the 
Middle E ast,” says Stan Stein, national sales manager for the 
Tony Lama Company. 


Mr. Stein said Tony Lama has no sales representative in the 
Middle East, and the first orders baffled the company’s sales 
staff But he said at second glance the phenomenon was 
explained easily. 


“We figured oil technicians from Texas and Oklahoma were 
walking into retail stores and trying to get Tony Lama boots. 
The stores didn’t have them, so the merchants began writing 
us for catalogs and later sending us orders,” he said. 


But now, with the increased voluine u orders, Mr. stein 
said he is convinced “there are Arab sheikhs over there 
running around in cow-boy boots. 
‘‘I can tell who’s ordering the boots just b> looking at the 
toes,” he said. “The technicians from Texas and Oklahoma 
usually go for boots with rounded toes. But we ve beer, getting 
a lot of orders for the regular pointed-toe cowboy boots in 
everything from alligator to lizard to calfskin. 
The most recent order came from Roma Abdal Wahab 
Abdulaziz, a shop in Bahrain on the Persian Gulf. It ordered 
350 pairs of boots at a cost Mr. Stein estimated at somew here 
around $12,000.” 
He said Middle East sales now represent less than I percent 
of Tony Lama’s sales volume of $25 million a year, but the 
orders keep coming in. 
“I imagine it’s like a clique,’ he said. “Once some of them 
get boots, they all want boots. ”

only half as many bills, just a 
few over 
1.000. have their 
problems on a sm aller scale. 
But Senate com m ittees can 
be frustrating, too, to those who 
come to have their say. 
Sen Oscar Mauzy of Dallas 
conducted a hearing the other 
morning of his Education Com­ 
mittee. with just one or two of 
his fellow com m ittee m em bers 
there most of the time. Sen. A. 
M 
Aikin, Jr., of Paris, Tati 
Santiesteban of El Paso, Pete 
Snelson of Midland and Kent 
Hance of Lubbock were all in 
the Finance Committee, work­ 
ing on their version of the state 
budget which is unhampered by 
the 
semi-binding 
recom m en­ 
dations of the “ substantive 
com m ittees.” 
Mauzy w orked the co m ­ 
m ittee's way through several 
bills, and finally it was IO: 15, 
just about tim e for the Senate 
to meet at IO 30 a rn He an­ 
nounced sadly that there just 
would not be tim e to hear from 
witnesses on the other hills, 


most of them parts of Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe’s program for 
giving the Coordinating Board. 
Texas College and University 
System, m ore power over the 
program s and boards of regents 
of the state universities. 
Frank Erw in, J r., form er 
regent, now unpaid lobbyist for 
th e U n iv e rs ity of T e x a s 
System, and the other college 
lobbyists who had struggled up 
there at 9 a m. after sitting up 
until nearly midnight the night 
before with the House Higher 
Education Committee, straggl­ 
ed off to get another cup of 
coffee 
Just then, Aikin, Snelson and 
Santiesteban arrived, making a 
quorum , and six bills w ere 
given favorable reports 
Lob­ 
byists, reporting to their clients 
that “ nothing happened — they 
didn t have a quorum" were 
surprised half an hour later 
when the reports were read to 
the Senate of com m ittee ap­ 
proval of the bills. 
It ail goes to show that you 
have to get up real early and 
stay up real late to catch the 
quorums which develop at the 
tail end of a meeting and take 
the actions on whether bills 
become law or languish in com ­ 
m ittee forever. 


I feel some regret that the 
legislature did not let the peo­ 
ple of Texas write the new 
Constitution through a conven 
tion of elected delegates, but I 
am pleased the people will have 
the final say on whether the 
p ro p o se d C o n s titu tio n is 
adopted. This will be the first 
rew rite of the Texas Constitu­ 
tion in a hundred years. 
UTILITY BILL DUE: The 
House State Affairs Committee 
has been conducting hearings 
for several weeks now on utility 
regulation, and its chairman 
says a utility bill will be sent 
before the House by April 28. 
Many of the big cities in Tex­ 
as oppose creation of a utilities 
commission, while most of the 
sm aller cities want the help a 
commission could give. For any 
effective utility bill to become 
law, a compromise between lit­ 
tle towns and big cities will 
have to be reached 
My utility regulation proposal 
could be that compromise. It 
sets up a Public Utility Division 
in the Attorney G eneral’s office 
rather than creating a commis­ 
sion and gives counties power 
to set rural rates, which are 
now completely unregulated 
The proposal I am sponsoring 
is strongly consumer-oriented, 
and I think its approach would 
do an effective job if creation of 
a u t i l i t y c o m m is s io n is 
politically impossible. 
In other utility-related action, 
the House also approved a bill 
to let the Lower Colorado River 
Authority issue sufficient bonds 
to finance construction of new 
power plants. The bill, which I 
supported, will facilitate con-

I have had a 
num ber of calls asking for 
district-by-district figures on 
the various school finance 
proposals before the House 
Public Education Committee. 
These computer figures will 
give each school district an idea 
of how much money would be 
supplied by each plan and 
whether property tax increases 
would be required. 
Gov Dolph Briscoe released 
com p u ter read-outs on his 
school finance bill last week, 
but he has since modified his 
bill and rendered the computer 
inform ation inaccurate. The 
original Briscoe bill would have 
forced large property tax in­ 
creases in many school dis­ 
tricts. and opposition to higher 
local taxes probably prompted 
the Governor to change his bill 
C om puter figures on my 
school finance bill, the modified 
Briscoe bill, the Texas State 
Teacher Association bill and 
s e v e r a l 
ot he rs should be 
available this week. I will be 
distributing this information as 
soon as I receive it. 
When the figures are out, I 
anticipate that the Governor’s 
bill will still cause tax in­ 
creases. My bill, on the other 
hand, keeps most funding at the 
state level and relieves the 
property tax burden. Most Tex­ 
ans are tired of high property 
taxes, and I think they would 
rather have a bill like mine.

And it's 
awfully easy in the entertain­ 
ment field to talk yourself Into 
Justifying the degrading things 
you do. If you act in something 
Innocent and charming and it 
doesn’t go and then you do 
something repulsive and dis­ 
gusting that is successful, It Is a 
temptation to blame the public.” 
Who is at fault? 
“ The person who sells It; the 
person who buys It; the person 
who actually does It. I think 
they're all at fault. The critics, 
too. They are often very casual 
about what they praise. 
“ I don’t mind nudity if it is 
used in a decent way, not merely 
for pornographic effect. I don’t 
even mind vulgarity if it fits the 
character. But straight titilla­ 
tion of the American public is 
sad, and I don’t believe that the 
American public is so far gone 
that it is really demanding mere 
titillation. 
“ Pornography 
generally 
presents a disgusting point of 
view about the human race 
which I do not think Is represen­ 
tative of the majority. Of course, 
there have always been peep 
shows, and a certain segment of 
our population always supported 
them. But now it Is perfectly 


polite for people to go and take a 
peep. All kinds of people who 
never before would have dared 
to be seen going in, now stand in 
line in droves for such films as 
“ Deep Throat.’’ 
Does Miss Hepburn imply that 
there is something fundamen­ 
tally wrong with us? 
“ Well, 
you 
have 
to start 
searching within yourself. What 
was it [George Bernard] Shaw

Many of the pornography pro­ 
ducers would Justify their work 
on the basis of its being a search 
for the truth. How does Miss 
Hepburn feel about that? 
"That's just a bunch of bunk. 
It s merely a cover-up. Only 
impotent people have to look at 
dirty pictures to get a kick. Why 
don’t they just admit that is the 
case? 
“ Crawling around In bogus 
psychoanalysis, trying to excuse 
every human depravity Is just a 
bore 
to 
me. 
I 
think 
psy­ 
choanalysis and the war had a 
great deal to do with it. The 
whole notion of everything being 
somebody else‘s fault and no­ 
body being really to blame for 
anything has fixed it so that 
delving into these human va­ 
garies has become fascinating 
, . . and almost respectable. 
The telling of any truthful story 
about happy human effort has 
become dull. Just imagine any­ 
body daring to do 'Little Women’ 
today!” 
Has Miss Hepburn seen any­ 
thing recently which she liked? 
“ The movie 'Love and An­ 
archy' directed by Lina Wert* 
muller, even though the action 
and the conversation are quite 
bold, the purpose is noble. It has 
distinction and lift, vigor, tough­ 
ness, and strength. But it isn’t 
degrading to the human being.” 


Would Miss Hepburn like to 
see a return to Victorianism? 
“ No. That would be as un­ 
healthy as this era. I hope we 
are in for a period of sitting 
down and thinking, then recog­ 
nizing the things in our lives that 
are uplifting . . . and pursuing 
them. 


When laugher rings 


said: 'A nation’s morals are like 
Its teeth — the more decayed 
they are, the more it hurts to 
touch them.’ I think we must 
investigate ourselves a bit more 
even if it is painful. 
''Especially 
the 
people 
in 
whom we place our trust. I think 
it is disappointing that a young 
man in his prime like Warren 
Beatty, who has earned plenty of 
money, should step forward to 
make a picture like ‘Shampoo.’ 
Money can only be the reason — 
it’s certainly not to inspire or 
even entertain 
Perhaps Mr. Beatty would 
answer that his purpose was to 
expose a segment of the Am­ 
erican society which needs to be 
uncovered for all to see. 
“ Shoot! He’s the segment of 
our society that needs to be 
exposed. 
And 
poor 
Marlon 
Brando in ‘Last Tango in Paris.’ 
He’s pathetic. These are people 
who should know better. 
“ And one of the things I 
deplore most is the pathetic way 
in which most of these films 
seem to degrade women.” 


“ I love to make an audience 
laugh because I think laughter Is 
very healthy. But I think any 
form of total concentration la 
healthy which relieves you of 
thinking about yourself. Too 
much concentration on yourself 
is totally demorali2:lng. And In 
most of what masquerades as 
entertainment today I find a 
general concentration on ugli­ 
ness, and hopelessness. This is 
not the normal human condi­ 
tion.” 
Miss Hepburn stops suddenly, 
and there is quiet at the other 
end of the wire. “ Say, are people 
who read this going to say, 
‘Listen to her, what a prig?’ I 
want to make it clear that I 
understand that one Is naturally 
Influenced by the generation one 
grows up in. Perhaps I do belong 
to another generation. But I was 
brought up with an absolutely 
free attitude toward sex. My 
parents were extremely open 
about such things. In fact, my 
childhood terror was that we’d 
all go to live in a nudist camp 
where I would have to display 
my totally freckled body. So, I 
was not brought up with a lot of 
Victorian attitudes. 
“ My reaction to pornography 
is this: I ’ve had all of It. It’s a 
bore. There is hope In human 
beings, not hopelessness. There 
is wonder and darlingness. And 
there is love. 
“ Why must they take repul­ 
sive, degraded people and im ­ 
pose their stories upon us?”

An outbreak of greenbugs in the W illiamson 
County grain sorghum crop should be under con­ 
trol by m id-w eek, County A griculture Agent 
John W akefield said Friday 
W akefield said he spotted the light green 
aphids — the size of a pin head — on 8-10 farm s 
in Round Rock, Hutto, Bell Gin and F ram e 
S w itch T h u rsd ay a ftern o o n 
He re ce iv e d 
telephone calls on the bugs from Ja rre ll and 
Theon 


‘ T h is isn t som ething that will wipe us out, but 
there are several thousand acres with greenbugs 
now. so people who have them ought to spray 
pretty q u ick," W akefield said 
This will not 
prevent loss of stand " 


He recom m ended fields which are infested 
with the pest be sprayed with one of several in­ 


secticid es: Defend, parathion, m alathion, di- 
syston liquid, diazinon. svstox. or trithion Cost 
should run about $1.25 per acre, he said 
Our beneficial insects, such as ladybugs and 
lacewing flies, are building up pretty rapidly. 
They ought to take care of the problem for m ost 
people." he said 
The greenbug influx can be recognized on 
grain sorghum plants which turn red and begin 
drying up 
The coloring is caused when the 
greenbugs in ject toxins, into the plant while 
feeding on the underside of the leaves, W akefield 
said 


A good two-inch rain would wash them off 
and 
stim ulate growth 
enough 
to solve the 
problem, but until that happens, anyone with 
greenbugs ought to spray for sa fe ty ." he said.
